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The  plants  offered  for  sale  in  this  cata¬ 
logue  are  with  few  exceptions,  either  very 
rare  or  entirely  new  introductions  to  Cali¬ 
fornia. 

We  have  in  addition  quite  a  number  of 
new  plants  which  we  have  not  listed  for  the 
reason  that  our  stock  at  present  is  quite 
limited.  Some  of  these  we  can  furnish  up¬ 
on  application  and  shall  be  glad  to  answer 
any  inquiries  on  the  subject. 

In  filling  orders  we  make  a  practice  of 
sending  cultural  directions  in  the  case  of 
plants  needing  some  special  treatment. 

The  plants  marked  with  an  asterisk  (*) 
we  have  at  present  either  in  very  limited 
quantities  or  in  course  of  propagation  and 
available  at  a  later  date.
